In accordance with your desire as described in paragraph 9 of reference A, approached 
Major General Alexandras ^.TSLIAS, Director of the Greek Central Intelligence Service 
( iTii*) . It was explained to him that we needed about 15 Greek addressees who could 
receive noil Iron 1 Fast Berlin cud East Germany. Ife was also told t!iat this was in 
connection with the Berlin issue of 27 Kayo The Director was very receptive to our 
request and expressed every desire' to assist us# He instructed his subordinates to 
collect the necessary data for us® 


2. In April 1959 ICCP turned over to us names and all available biograiiic data 
on lii individuals who ern be used by KUBARK as letter drops® In a number of cases 
in addition to the biographic data, they node available the inf emotion that exists 
on these individuals in their own files, the files of Athens General Security and 
cotie commercial references that were obtained from local bonking institutions* KYP 
further stated that all individuals have been investigated and found to be trustworthy. 


3, The problem of the frequency with which the recipients would receive letters- m — 
presents no difficulty locally. In one instance KYP will allow the letters to reo4& <J *** “ 
tl’.e addressee who iri.ll turn than over to KYP.

The information given to us by ICYP on the lli letter drops is forwarded 
herewith as attachments under separate cover. 
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7. It should bo noted tluot in all cases there is c difference between the correct 
names or addresses as jlvon on the addroscee information sheet and the information 
given in #16 (Manner of oddrossing I&ivelcpe) . In each case a slight change has been 
made which will bo used by KYP as an indicator. The addresser should use tee exact 
none and address os given in #16 but using the Gorman words for "Mr." and ''street” and 
for place names.
